Hooker of the C. A. A., each of whom scored 
18 points. Case won first place in the 120 
yard high. hurdles and high jump and fin- 
istted second in the 220.yard low barriers. 
Hooker won the gold medals in the hammer 
throw and shot and secured second place in 
the fifty-aix pound weight for distance.

Forty-six Pull Stations. 

at the present time the Chicago postoffice 

has forty-six full stations in which any work 

‘or business of the main office ie carried on as 
it is in the downtown district, each of these 
stations having ite carriers and the offices 
Gesignated by names, Additional to these are 
274 “numbered” stations in the city, any 
one of them selling money orders, registering 
letters, selling stamps, and receiving mail. 
They are postoffices in everything but the 
delivering of mail. 

These independent offices had been hold- 
over snaps brought about by the failure of 
the department at Washington to make the 
suburban postoffice of an annexed village 
come in under the metropolitan service. This 
act of President Cleveland established a law. 
When Alstin was annexed to Chicago about 
twelve years ago, its independent postmaster 
was reduced to the position of superintendent 
of the district and qualified through civil 
setvice to hold the position on hie merits. 
In this connection i might be asked— 
wholly out of time and place—if the post- 
master of Oak Park was one of the insur 
rectionists who defeated the proposed an- 
nexation to Chicago last spring? It is sormie- 
thing which the postmasters of every gub- 
urban town toward which Chicago is grow- 
ing should consider. 

The title * postmaster ’ is eminently more 
impressive than ie the desigmation “Super- 
intendent of Some Place Station.”
